In School & Mass Education Department Resolution No.17542 /SME ., 
Dated 9th February , 2011, common qualification for the post of Classical 
( Sanskrit ) Teachers in Government, Fully Aided , New Grant -in - Aid and 
recognized High Schools of the State was prescribed . For strengthening and 
upgrading the standard of Secondary Education , the scheme universalisation of 
Secondary Education has been introduced by the Govt. of India Ministry of 
Human Resource Development Department. 

Providing quality and better education to the students at Secondary 
stage is the goal of Rastriya Madhyamika Sikshya Abhiyan . Quality Education 
mainly depends upon quality teachers and as such training is essential 
qualification for quality education . 

Considering the above aspects , Government have been pleased to decide 
the qualification for the post of Classical ( Sanskrit ) Teachers of Govt., Fully 
Aided , New Grant- in - Aid and recognized High Schools of the State in following 
manner as per the order of preference indicated below : 

Bachelors Degree with Sanskrit as one of the optional/Hons subject from 
a recognised University with minimum 50 % marks in aggregate (45 % for 
SC /ST/ PH /OBC / SEBC candidates) with Sikshaya Sastri (Sanskrit) (a 
course prescribed by NCTE ) from a recognized University / Institution 
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recognized by NCTE and affiliated to a recognized University or Sashtri 
( Sanskrit ) with minimum 50 % marks in aggregate (45 % for 
SC / ST /PH /OBC / SEBC candidates ) from a recognized 

a recognized university and 
Sikshaya Shastri (Sanskrit) (a course recognized by NCTE ) from a 
institution recognized by NCTE and affiliated to a recognized university . 


OR 


Acharya (Except Jyotishacharya and Ayurvedacharya ) or Sahityacharya with 
minimum 50 % marks in aggregate from a recognized University . 


OR

Bachelor s degree with Sanskrit as one of the optional / Hons subject 
with minimum 50 % of marks 

aggregate (45 % for 
SC /ST/ PH /OBC / SEBC candidates ) and M.A. in Sanskrit with minimum 
50 % marks in aggregate from a recognized University . 

The untrained candidates shall have to undergo the required training 
within a stipulated period as decided by Govt. from time to time. 
Para . 8 (i) of the said resolution is modified / revised accordingly . 
The Resolution will come into force with immediate effect .
